1. (C) DECEMBER 6 MARKED DAY FIVE OF THE OPPOSITION STRIKE TO 
PRESSURE THE CHAVEZ GOVERNMENT TO ACCEPT AN ELECTORAL 
SOLUTION. GOVERNMENT SUPPORTERS PLAN TO MARCH DECEMBER 7, AS 
DOES THE OPPOSITION. PDVSA REMAINS THE KEY FACTOR, WITH 
SHIPPING HALTED IN THE WEST AND GASOLINE SHORTAGES APPEARING . 
THERE HAS BEEN SOME VIOLENCE BETWEEN AUTHORITIES AND 
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ANTI -CHAVEZ DEMONSTRATORS IN CARACAS, AND AN ATTACK ON 
NEWSPAPER OFFICES IN MARACAY BY PRO -GOVERNMENT SUPPORTERS 
LEFT TWO INJURED. AFTER A WEEK WITHOUT FORMAL DIALOGUE, OAS 
SECRETARY GENERAL CESAR GAVIRIA WAS SCHEDULED TO MEET WITH 
KEY GOV AND OPPOSITION NEGOTIATORS DECEMBER 6. THE NATIONAL 
ASSEMBLY (NA) FIRST VICE PRESIDENT RAFAEL SIMON JIMENEZ 
PROPOSED AN AMENDMENT OF THE CONSTITUTION TO ALLOW FOR EARLY

STRIKE CONTINUES, OIL SITUATION WORSENS 



2. (C) BUOYED BY THE SUPPORT FROM PETROLEOS DE VENEZUELA 
(PDVSA) , OPPOSITION LEADERS CARRIED THE STRIKE CALL INTO DAY 
FIVE, DECEMBER 6. MIMICKING THE OPPOSITION, WHICH HAS USED 
THE PDVSA BUILDING IN CHUAO AS A RALLYING POINT, CHAVEZ 
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SUPPORTERS REMAIN IN FRONT OF THE PDVSA BUILDING IN LA 
CAMPINA DECEMBER 6. THEY PLAN TO MARCH DECEMBER 7 FROM PLAZA 
EL VALLE TO AVENIDA BOLIVAR. OPPOSITION SUPPORTERS CONTINUE 
TO GATHER IN SUPPORT OF THE STRIKE AT THE PDVSA BUILDINGS IN 
CHUAO, JUST A FEW MILES OF LA CAMPINA. THEY ALSO PLAN TO 
MARCH DECEMBER 7 IN THE SAME DIRECTION AS THE GOV SUPPORTERS, 
BUT TO A DIFFERENT LOCATION.
